PRODUCERS’ SOLIDARITY ABOUT TO CRACK 


Several Sending Up Signals of Distress and Others 
Announce They Never Did Approve Open Rupture 


New York, Aug. 11.—Develop- 
ments which came thick and fast 
today in the strike of the Actors’ 
Equity Association increased the 
confidence of members in their 
ultimate victory over the Produc- 
ing Managers’ Association. Ev- 
erywhere enthusiasm was mani- 
fest. One of the most encourag- 
ing factors to the Equity was the 
number of prominent actors and 


actresses who applied for mem- 
bership in the association. 
During the morning rehearsals 
were called off by Belasco and 
Broadhurst because the actors 
did not show up. Following the 
issuance of a long statement by 
the managers setting forth their 
side of the controversy the Act- 
ors’ Equity Association issued a 
statement in reply, giving in de-

tail the efforts that had ete put 
forth by them to reach an amica- 
ble adjustment of the difficulties. 

Two meetings were held today 
to organize the chorus people. 

oth were well attended and the 
speakers were enthusiastically re- 
ceived. 

Despite the endeavor of Frank 
Gillmore and other officers of the 
A. E. A. to make the strike a lo- 
cal affair and thus minimize its 
destructiveness as much as pos- 
sible, the press of the country in- 
sisted on treating it as a matter 
of national importance, which it 
now seems likely it will become. 
The press of the entire country is 
taking a keen interest in the 
struggle and is carrying detailed 
stories. While, as was expected, 
the ad-gyp trade press and kept 
dailies are arrayed against the 
actors, many more of the reputa- 
ble papers are giving the actors 
credit than was expected. 

Enthusiastically, but calmly, 
the actors are pushing their fight 
and the Equity Association is 
growing in membership by leaps 
and bounds, while subscriptions 
are pouring in at a tremendous 
rate. 

Developments of today indicate 
that the solidarity of the pro- 
ducers is cracking, as several have 
already sent up signals of distress 
and others have expressed their 
disapproval of an open rupture. 

Confidently, but carefully—not 
recklessly—the actors are fighting 
their battle and every indication 
points toward a tremendous suc- 
cess. 


New York, Aug. 9.—The Actors’ 
Equity Association went on strike in 
thirteen theaters in New York Thurs- 
day night. In only one was any 
kind of a performance given. That 
was the Booth, where The Better ’Ole 
was played with understudies reading 
from their parts. In every other thea- 
ter the curtain did not rise and money 
had to be refunded at the box-offices 
to the patrons. 

The theaters called out on strike 
were the Shubert, Playhouse, Forty- 
fourth Street, Lyric, Republic, Astor, 
Gaiety, Princess, Booth, Broadhurst, 
Selwyn, Cohan & Harris and Knicker- 
bocker. 

Following a meeting at the Hotel 
Astor in the afternoon, at which the 
members all signed a strike pledge, the 
members of all companies were told 
to report to a secret strike headquar- 
ters and were told not to go to work. 
They obeyéd orders to: a man and 
woman, 


MANAGERS UNPREPARED 

The strike was a gigantic success for 
the actors. The managers were total- 
ly unprepared and were swept off their 
feet by the suddenness of the blow. 

The Friars, Lambs and Green Room 
Clubs were the scenes of rejoicing and 
jollification, which was kept up all 
night. 

At the meeting in the afternoon at 
the Hotel Astor there was the great- 
est enthusiasm. The atmosphere was 
surcharged with strike. When Fran- 
cig Wilson called the meeting to order 
the large Gold Room was packed to 
suffocation. He and the Council re- 
ceived an ovation. Mr. Wilson spoke 
briefly, but to the point, and sounded 
the keynote of the meeting by saying 
that the time for words had passed 
and the time for action had come. He 
then introduced W. H. Rubin, formerly 
attorney for the Chicago Federation 
of Labor, who urged all to obey or- 
ders and come out if they were called. 

The next to speak was Hugh 
Frayne, the organizer for the State of 
New York for the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. Mr. Frayne said tha= 
he hoped there would be no strike, 
but said that in the event there was 
the A. E. A. would receive the fullest 
support of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

The following resolution was put 
to the meeting and unanimously car- 
ried: 

WHEREAS, In all contracts previ- 
ously entered into between managers 
and actors the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation was recognized by the man- 
agers as the representative of the act- 
ors to be dealt with on behalf of the 
actors in all matters arising under 
such contracts; and, 

WHEREAS, The managers who are 
members of the Producing Managers’ 
Association now definitely declare 
that they no longer recognize the Ac- 
tors’ Equity Association, and will not 
deal with it, and Will not arbitrate 
with it the differences which have 
arisen between manager and actor; 
and, 

WHEREAS, By so doing said mem- 
bers of said Producing Managers’ As- 
sociation have both broken and repu- 
diated existing contracts between the 
managers and the actors; and, 

WHEREAS, Many other equitable 


and moral reasons exist for this 
agreement; be it 
RESOLVED, That we severally 


agree, each with the other, that until 
the Actors’ Equity Association is 
recognized ag the representative of 
the actor and until a satisfactory ar- 
rangement is made with it governing 
the working conditions of the actor, 
we will not perform any service for 
any manager who is a member of the 
Producing Managers’ Association, or 
who refuses to recognize our asso- 
ciation or issue its contract, either in

New York, August 9.—The all 
week long and most intensely inter- 
esting events have been confined to the 
activities of the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation vs. the Producing Managers’ 
Association. There has been strife 
without bleodshed. There has been 
controversy pro and con. Theaters 
have been closed and opened again. 
The public has been curious. Its in- 
terest in the affair is increasing. For 
two nights in succession thousands 
have gone to the theaters holding 
tickets for admission which in many 
cases has been denied them. The 
press has been wavering. That is to be 
expected. Many are certain that 
within the next forty-eight hours the 
Actor will have won his _ fight 
whether the manager so fully con- 
cedes it or not. The “sitting on the 
fence attitude” of both the assertive 
manager and the vacillating, timid 
actor has passed the crisis. Many of 
the managers have called off all re- 
heareals and dismissed the casts, all of 
which doubly adds to the strength the 
actor so much desires at this particu- 
lar moment. Many’routes have been 
canceled without any reason being 
assigned. This action intensifies the 
situation rather than pacifies it as far 
as the actor is concerned. The actor 
is in the fight and he apparently is 
winning, but not entirely with his own 
weapons.

PLANNED FOR BALTIMORE 


Building Alone Is To Cost Million Dollars—Seating 
Capacity of Theater Proper and Roof Garden 
Combined Will Be 6,250—Building 

‘Operations To Start Soon 


Baltimore, Aug. 9.—Plans for a 
new theater on Lexington street, to 
cost about $1,500,000, have been an- 
nounced by the promoters, who repre- 
sent the same interests as control the 
New Theater and the Garden The- 
ater. 

‘Property has been purchased, and 
incorporation papers filed for the 
“Century Theater Company.” The in- 
corporators are Charles E. White- 
hurst, F. William Bolgiano and H. 
Webster Smith, and the capitalization 
set forth in the charter is to be 
$600,000 eight per cent preferred 
stock and $10,000 common stock of 
no par value. The ground which has 
been purchased has cost the company 
about $350,000, and the building to 
be erected will cost about $1,000,000, 
exclusive of decorations and fittings. 

The plans, age outlined, will make 
the theater one of the largest in this 
country. It will have an entrance on 
Lexington street, opening into a large 
rotunda, which will be fitted with a 
fountain and equipped as a lounge. 
It will also be used for the entrances 
to the six elevators, which will lead 
up to the roof garden and theater, 
which is to be superimposed upon 
the ground floor auditorium. The 
main theater will be at the rear of 
the rounda, and will accommodate 
3,760 persons. The plans call for a 
roof theater over the main building 
that will accommodate 2,500 persons, 
making a total seating capacity of 
6,250 for both auditoriums. This, 
it is said, is a larger seating capacity 
than can be found in any other the- 
ater in the world, even surpassing the 
Hippodrome in New York. The roof 
theater is to be equipped with the 
most modern devices, and will have a 
floor for dancing with a movable 


\3 BY stage, which can be set in the wings 


wand moved into place as the curtain 
rises. 

For several months past the pro- 
moters have had a representative trave 
eling over the country, picking up the 
best of new ideas in theatrical equip- 
ment, and these, they say, will be em- 
bodied in the new structure. It will 
have equipment for six moving picture 
machines instead of two as is usual, 
and these will be so arranged that 
the director can control them from 
his office, insuring the best possible 
presentation. Special equipment - will 
be installed for purifying the air, and 
the house will have its own refriger- 
ating plant to keep it coo] in sum- 
mer. In the pit there will be room 
for an orchestra of sixty pieces, and 
additional provision for music will be 
made by the installation of a great 
pipe organ. 

It ig intended to start building 
operations just as soon as the build- 
ings which have been purchased are 
vacated, and to push them as rapidly 


as possible. The tenants are being 
notified to move within 30 days, and 
it is expected that operations will be 
under way by that time. Mr. White- 
hurst will be the managing director.

Mr. Howard Kyle, founder of the Actors’ Equity 
Association, who for more than six years served as a 
member of its counsel and in other capacities without 
remuneration, has resigned from the Actors’ Equity 


Association. In connection with his resignation Mr. 


Kyle sent the following letter to Mr. E. H. Sothern, 
who has also since resigned from the Actors’ Eouity 
Association: | 


New York, August 5, 1919. 


Dear Sothern: I am sorry I didn’t get a word to you before you were induced to send a letter to the 
Actors’ Equity Association approving the course its officers and counsel have wrongheadedly taken. For 
onee the managers are right in their stand. They have recognized the Actors’ Equity Association as 
an organization and they invited its representatives to meet them and make a mutual agreement for the 
uniform adoption and use of an improved form of the United Managers’ Protective Association-Actors’ 
Equity Association contract to cover a period of three or five years. Each manager in the new Pro- 
ducing Managers’ Protective Association (and it includes practically all of them) is under a bond by 
which he would forfeit ten thousand dollars if he breached any agreement made by his organization 
—that is any agreement like that of the adoption of a uniform standard contract. This was the very 
situation, or should I say consummation, toward which the Actors’ Equity Association has been aim- 
ing for six years. Some of the radicals misapprehended the spirit of co-operation that possessed the 
managers and attributed their action to motives of fear. Thereupon a most foolish and unnecessary ul- 
timatum was issued concerning extra performances, which were made to include legal holidays, matinees 
and Sunday appearances. The arbitrary action was taken despite insistent warnings I made to the coun- 
sel of its illadvisedness. The aggression came, you see, from our side when the managers were in an 
amenable state of mind and actually willing, as they are now, to stand for a clause by which all salaries 
shall be reckoned by the performance. In order to. save their own faces our representatives proposed 
publicly that the whole matter of a contract be given to an outside board of arbitration, thus trying 
to embarrass the managers. As I openly predicted, the managers said there was nothing to arbitrate, 
and they have proceeded to use the standard contract of the United Managers’ Protective Association- 
Actors’ Equity Association, changing only the clause as how any issue may be arbitrated. Meanwhile 
poor men and women who are actually working under equitable conditions are forced to strike as the re- 
sult of the bad leadership of our association. It is important to remember that the accepted Actors’ 
Equity Association-United Managers’ Protective Association contract was actually drawn up in the first 
instance by the Actors’ Equity Association itself, and the clauses consenting to play Sunday night 
performances and legal holiday matinees were put into this contract by the actors themselves. The 
changes now demanded, therefore, constitute additions to our own contract, which we have proclaimed 
as equitable all over the world. No one has ever denied but that the contract, which is a minimum 
one, is the best that might be secured, and it is only fair to recall that Mr. Mare Klaw, president of the 
United Managers’ Protective Association, spoke at the ratification supper in November, 1919, saying: 
‘*This is a history making occasion, but the contract as it stands is only a beginning.”’

made a speech in which he said that 
he was with the actor heart and soul. 
He said his organization had fought 
Zor twenty-three years to get what 
it has, and predicted that the actor 
would obtain what he wanted in very 
much less time than that. 

E. H. Sothern, who was on the 
platform, obtained permission of the 
chair to address the meeting. He said 
that he much deplored the idea of 
striking. He then said that he had a 
proposition to put before the meeting 
that he ventured to say would not be 
well received. 


Mr. Sothern stated that the man- 
agers had told him that they were 
willing to debate their cause against 
the actor in a theater before a public 
meeting. This proposition was greet- 
ed with a storm of hisses when Mr. 
Sothern said that neither the Council 
as such nor Francis Wilson would be 
present, as they were objectionable 
to the managers. 


Then Mr. Sothern engaged in a 
lengthy argument with Francis Wil- 
son, which was punctuated by shouts 
and speeches from the floor. Mr. 
Wilson appealed to the meeting to 
give Mr. Sothern a chance to speak. 
This proposition was put to a vote 
and was carried in the affirmative. 

Mr. Sothern then continued and 
then denied that he said Mr. Wilson 
was to be kept from meeting with 
the managers at this proposed meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Wilson then said to the meet- 
ing: “Do you want to debate with the 
managers with me absent?" and a 
mighty shout of “NO” was the an- 
swer. The proposition was then put 
to a vote and unanimously rejected. 
Mr. Sothern then left. 

After this the resolution that had 
been previously carried was circulated 
thru the audience and signed by 


could get the managers to meet the 
A. E. A. officials, and it was agreed 
that if he did not return with an an- 
swer by seven o’clock that evening 
the strike would be on. 

At seven o’clock, no word having 
been heard from Sothern, the strike 
DID go on. 

When the fateful hour of seven ar- 
rived the order to go over the top 
was given and in the thirteen desig- 
nated theaters all but one gave the 
money back at the box-office. 

The complete list of plays and the- 
aters in which a strike was declared 
is as follows: “Nightie Night,”

Nearly 
nine hundred of these were received at strike 
headquarters and the balance at the offices of 
the association, 


A meeting of the striking members was called 
for 3 o'clock at strike headquarters, and over 
five hundred attended, There was the utmost 
enthusiasm displayed from every one. An- 
other meeting was held at 7 p, m., which was 
just as b’g and enthusiastic.

MANAGERS’ MEETING 


The managers’ meeting, at the Hotel Astor. 
Thursday, lasted from 1 till 5 o'clock. There 
were hasty s-eecles. almost blows, and for sume 
bours excitewent reigned supreme. 


Coban & Tlarris, and other managers, wanted 
to make terms, which were strenvously oppose! 
by William A. Brady, who had said se much in 
public print. which he could net withdraw, and 
which probably explains his position. 


Finally, however, he persuaded them to stick 
it ont for 24 hours. 

At 5 o'clock they stood firm. but promised a 
statement at 6:30 and at 7:30 no word had been 
received, At 8:30 still no word. At 9:30 it was 
given ont that the managers wou!ld close the 
tienters and starve the actors. The following 
sta.ement came later: 

“At @ meeting of the Prodncing Managers’ 
Association, beld yesiervay afternoon, at the 
Astor Hotel, it was agreed to continue perform- 
ances in all theaters wherever possible, and to 
fill all vacanctes ip the comnanies with actors 
engage! to replace those who walked out on 
Thursdev evening. 

“A resviution was nnanimously. adopted, in 
which it was clear'y stated that the Producing 
Managers’ Association goes on revord as not 
being in any senre opnosed to organized labor. 

“Tuinbridge Colby. counsel for the Producing 
Managers’ Association, was instracted to bring 
suit against the Actors’ Equity Association, and 
all actors, Who are under contract to the man- 
agers, and who went out on strike, thereby dis- 
regarding their written agreement a8 contained 
in those contracts, 

“A point was made that almost in every in- 
stance where an actor refused to play the en- 
gagement had been made with him under an 
Actors’ Equity Contract, signed by him and the 
manager pricr to the time that the present dif 
ficulties arose. The managers aver that such 
action on the part of the actors, who had al- 
ready signed contracts, clearly indicates that a 
state of irresponsibility exists at the present 
time, which would endanger any future con- 
tracts made with the Actors’ Equity Associa-

Close to $1.000 has heen receiyed by the A. 
E. A. in voluntary contributious to the «trike 
fund, One man playing lere sent a note, as 
fullows: ‘‘Evclosed find $150 fn | iberty Bonds, 
to help win this war.’ A finance committee 
has been formed to raise money to aid actors 
that are ou strike and need it. 

The chorus peor'e are being organ‘ved into 
a branch of their own, and many applications 
wee recelved. 

Turing the early afternoon heurs on Friday, 
when t.e striking actors were iseeting on West 
Vo rty-ffth street, the crowd of players was so 
large that it was impossible for them to gain 
admittance to the hall, ‘Thousands gathered 
outside and completely blocked traffic. The 
enme thing on an even larger scale happened at 
the night meeting. Bulletins were flashed to 
the crowd, and were greeted with cueers by 
the vast crowd. 

Actors gathered at stage doors and picketed. 
On Forty-second street, outside the Selwyn 
Theatet, Ed Wynn enicrtained the crowd. The 
police made him move on because he blocked 
traffic. 

E. H. Sothern resigned from the A. E. A. 
Friday. This was looked upon as very curious, 
after the letter he wrote to the organization 
laxt week, staying he approved of their efforts, 
Some explained it by saving that he was a man- 
ager as well ax an actor, and that bis man- 
agerial conscience dominated his actors’ con 
science, 

The great weapon the A. E. A. has is the cut- 
ting down of attendance at the theaters, The 
ticket agencies returned hugh bundles of tickets 
to the theater box-offices for refunds. At Joe 
La Biang’s, the cut-rate ticket office, there was 
an extremely light sale, and The Biliboard re- 


porter saw a boy loaded down with packages of 
tickets tliat were to be returned to theaters— 
unsold, McBride's and Tyson's closed early, 
and sales were reported away off. 


FRANK GILLMORE’S STATEMENT 


After the result of the strike was known 
Frank Gillmore issued the following statement: 
“The success of the strike exceeds my utmost 
expectations, I am also very pleased with the 
cablegram from England, placing the English 
actors in this country under our jurisdiction, 


“We had po intention of calling out every 
theater in New York, only those in which a 


strike was ordered and which all came out. 
More will undoubtedly be closed, unless the 
managers ace eed to our demands. However, 


there will always be some left open as long as 
the owner of the peeduction is not a member 
of the Producing Managers’ Association, 

‘At the present moment we are seriously con. 
si ing calling a strike in Chicago in the near 
uture,”’

Graham, Ed 
Edmondson, James A. James, Joe Opp, Lou Sid- 
man, Henry Goldenberg, Charles Clark, Joe 
Rose, Simon Driesen, James Lake, Orcar Dane, 
Hatold Hevia, Harry Hart and George A, Clark. 

Negotiations are now pending with other

COMMENT 

Up to Monday last the chief topic of conversa- 
tion among burlesquers was the National Bur- 
lesque Association and the activities of of- 
ficials and the numerous well-known burlesquers 
seen in and around the offices presided over by 
Charles Barton, The announcement of cities 
and names of producers for the new wheel 
caused numerous discussions and debates around 
the Columbia Theater Building today. All ef- 
fort to ascertain the names of the theaters and 
titles of attractions were in vain, for General 
Manager Barton and his office assistant, Lou 
Lesser, Were noncommittal. 

In looking over the route it is noticeable that 
the N. B, A. will compete with the Columbia 
Amusement attractions in thirteen cities and 
with the American Burlesque Association in 
seventeen cities. The announcement indicates 
that there are several cities yet to be listed, 
and considering the open week between Pitts- 
burg and Baltimore it is logical to assume that 
they will be booked in one-night stands in Penn- 
sylvania, thereby further competing with the 
American Burlesque Association attractions. 
The new wheel is offering special moneyed induce- 
ments to house managers to go out after big 
business, further offering moneyed inducements 
to producing managers to give exceptionally good 
shows and make them more attractive by an ad- 
ditional chorus of ten who will remain in each 
city as indefinite drawing cards, 

As each show is scheduled to carry an agent 
and a second man it appears as if the pro- 
moters were preparing to do unusual heavy bill- 
ing. 

Taking the foregoing facts into consideration 
it is a foregone conclusion that the agents 
ahead of the various shows will be selected 
for their qualifications and given the authority 
that every experienced agent should have ac- 
corded him, i. e., to do any and everything in 
the way of legitimate advertising that his 
ability to make good warrants. 


Personally we hold no brief for the National 
Burlesque Association, but we have as a boni- 
fide newspaper representative met various of- 
ficials of the association and producers of the 
proposed shows and found them men of intellect 
who treated us with the courtesy due an ac- 
credited newspaper Tepresentative.—NELSE.

CHORISTERS’ CONTROVERSY 


Shortly after the opening last season an epi- 
demic of influenza caused many companies to 
lay off indefinitely, with the result that numer- 
ous choristers found it necessary to seek other 
vocations, and the reopening of shows caused 
managers and agents to bustle around seek- 
ing girls, for without a feminine ensemble bur- 
lesque would stand no chance of existing after 
the opening performance. 

‘Tis an old adage that “It’s an ill wind 
that blows nobody good,’’ and the “‘fu’’ taught 
managers and girls alike that they must co- 
operate for mutual benefits, 

During the past season several progressive 
managers in order to hold their girls offered 
them every opportunity to demonstrate their 
individual talents in “Pick Out"’ and “Song 
Contest Numbers,” and in numerous instances 
the girls made good and merited the advance- 
ment, which in several instances brought them 
increased salaries and prominent roles in the 
cast. 

Profiting by the experiences of last season 
managers and girls will do well to give very 
careful consideration to the conditions that con- 
front them for the coming season, |. e., the high 
cost of living, especially hotel rates and ward- 
robe, which will probably mount sky high, 

Progressive managers, who appreciate what 
attractive and conscientious girls mean to a 
burlesque show, and fully realizing what it's 
going to cost the girls to live en tour, are 
offering them material inducements, viz., sal- 
aries—twenty-two to thirty dollars—railroad 
fare to opening and from closing points and 
sleeping car comforts en route, for which we 
commend Tom Sullivan, manager Monte Carlo 
Girls; F. W. Gerhardy, manager The Mischief 
Makers; Wm. S. Campbell, manager Rose Sy- 
dell’s London Belles; Lew Talbot, manager The 
Lid Lifters of 1920; Harry Thompsen, manager 
Pat White Company: I. H. Herk, manager Sita. 
ing Billy Watson Show, likewise Beauty Trust; 
I. H. Herk and Artbur Pearson. managers Girt 
a la Carte; Herk, Kelly & Damsel, Inc., man- 
ager lace Makers, likewise Cabaret Girls; Mol- 
Ne Willams, manageress of Mollie Williams, 
Greatest Show, and Henry P. Dixon, manager 
Henry P. Dixon's Big Review. 

We have personally interviewed the foregoing 
managers and they, one and all, declare their 
intention to give to each and every girl in their 
chorus ample opportunity to demonstrate their 
individual talent, and it's up to the girls them- 
selves to advance themselves by conscientious 
work, likewise strict compliance with the rules 
and regulations issued for their guidance, 

The time is past and gone for the irresponsi- 
ble, unreliable, fly by night girls, who consider 
burlesque a temporary meal ticket or a fertile 
Geld in which to pick John and Papa Guys for 
entertainment purposes, and the sooner that class 
of burlesque knockers are eliminated the soou- 
er burlesyue will gain the recognition that it is 
entitled to from prospective women audiences. 

Give to burlesque a moralminded manager, 
clean and clever comiques and an ensemble of 
teally nice mannered girls and burlesque will 
merit justifiable recognition from playgoers of 
intellect and refinement.

p. decided that advance agents could be elim- 
inated, thereby saving salary, transportation and 
excess baggage. 

As we have never advanced for a burlesque 
attraction we do not feel qualified to sit in judg- 
ment on producing managers or directors in gen- 
eral of burlesque who consider advance agents 
non-essentials. But as an oldtime advance 
agent for Dramatic productions, playing one- 
night and week stands our personal experience 
convinces us that a conscientious, energetic 
agent, qualified by experience, is a valuable as- 
set to any show en tonr, 

During the past few weeks we have inter- 
viewed several producing managers, company 
managers and advance agents relative to the 
value of an agent ahead of a burlesque wheel 
show and, basing our opinion on the informa- 
tion thus obtained, we have no hesitancy In ad- 
yocating the practicability of an advance agent 
for every burlesque show en tour, 

As far as we can learn the average burlesque 
advance agent is restricted In numerous ways 
from demonstrating his initiative. Be that as 
it may the conscientious, energetic, experienced 
agent can and does shoot out his advance press 
matter, photos, program and underlines to the 
awaiting and ofttime anxious house ager.

The regular agent on arriving in bis “town 
loses little or no time in getting to the theater, 
receiving his mail and consulting the house 
manager on the methods employed by the house 
to get the business for the coming attraction. 
Granted that the bonse bas a press agent the 
chances are ten to one that the experienced 
and popular agent can and does induce the 
press agent to run a little extra dope in the 
daily papers, which, as we all know, gives lit- 
tle or no readers before or after to burlesque 
attractions. The agent who can and does get 
daily newspaper publicity for his attraction 
either thru the press agent of the house or thra 
fraternal acquaintance with ye editors person- 
ally is worth something to his attraction. 

The regular agent, as a usual thing, is ac- 
quainted with the billroom bunch, who as & 
Tule, are ‘regular feilows,"* ever ready and will- 
ing to assist the popular advance agent by 
seeing that his paper is where he can get to It, 
lay it up in good order Gor the billsticker, and 
the bunch ofttimes takes a hod of cards and 
spit tacks, man to man, and when the big and 
little stuff is planted in all available loca- 
tions the billroom bunch wil} hand back the 
printing that is left over instead of burying 
it in the Charlie Box, awaiting the coming of a 
rep. or moving picture man to take it away 
for a cent a sheet. 

A regular agent can and does save his salary 
every week in printing bills. 

A regular agent can and does know all the 
complications of railroading and the possible 
loss of a baggage car and the attendant loss of 
opening matinee and guards against it. 

We could continue indefinitely to enumerate 
what the regular agent can and does do to pro- 
mote the welfare of his attraction, and we 
conld also enumerate the harm the self-termed 
money invested in the attraction, inexperienced, 
lobby-posing, Jane-chasing agent does to an 
attraction that permits one of his caliber to 
represent it, either because he bas put a 
few dollars into it or because he has proven bim- 
self a failure in every vocation that he has 
nndertaken and he becomes a family burden 
that impels some one in the position to do so to 
saddle him off on some unresisting franchise 
holder, who cannot refuse to employ him. 

Verily do we commend the regular agent and 
condemn the inexperienced four-fusher who 
insults the intelligence of experienced theatrical

New York, Aug. 11.—In a desire to make clear 
its stand to the public in the present difficulty 
with the Actors’ Equity Association the Pre 
ducing Managers’ Association issued a_ state- 
ment of which this is the most important part: 

“The menagers were ready and willing to 
deel on any fair basis on contract with the 
Actors’ Eqnity Association, but they would 
not consent to any attempt to tnterfere in tne 
engaging of actors who did not happen to be- 
long to the associaticn. With the cessation 
of negotiations the managers drafted a 
contract following the contract which the 
Actors’ Equity Association had drafted and 
opérated under for three years. (Then follows 
the arbitration clauses of the Actors’ Equtty 
contract and manager contract which we have 
already printed.) 

‘There is nothing in the managers’ contract 
to prevent the actor from selecting the Actors’ 
Equity Association or a member thereof as 
his arbitrator; moreover there is nothing in the 
elanse to prevent the several arbitrators from 
selecting the Actors’ Equity or a member there- 
ef ns. final arbitrator. It {is important and 
the fact sbould be known that actors who 
‘walked out’ had signed Actors’ Eqnity As- 
sociation contracts with their managers and bad 
not notified their managers of aon intention to 
strike, and have shown by their action that 
the signing by them of the Actors’ Equity As- 
saciation contract is not a guarantee of an in- 
tention to live up to the terms of agreement. 
On the other hand, had the managers failed fo 
fulfill these contracts as the actors have done, 
they would have been liable for every dollar 
of salary irvolved in the terms of the contract. 

“The chief point of difference between the 
actors and managers was the eight-performance 
ause. The manegers had brought much evi- 
fence to show that this was a demand they 
could not comply with in many cases. As 
further evidence of his good faith (Mr. Wilson 
publicly offered to submit this clause to the 
arbitration of former President Taft and Chas, 
i. Wuches, knowing fn) well that the managers 
could not honestly enter into such arbitration 
since they could not afford te abide by an 
adverse decision, and about all that any strik- 
ing actor can offer today as a grievance 18 
"The managers wonldn’t arbitrate.’ 

“To further make forever impossible any 
relationship between the Managers and the 
Actors’ Eqnity Association Mr. Wilson took 
into his councils two notorious agitators and 
trouble-makers. who before their downfall 
hand created great havoc in the vaudeville pro- 
fession. The mark of these men instantly ap-

But thore of us who Ive near the s*1ge and 
dressing room. the ticket windew and busines« 
office, sense a «train from mapager to stake 
hand, from principal« to chorus: a «trein ling- 
ering and weighty, tho cloaked beliind the shut- 
tle of profes<'opa! reserve and poise. 

Teco"se BO Mauager knows what the morrow 
will bring forth an! al know that a strike, 
if a strike comes, will be financial'y and morally 
expensive, Maybe disaxtrons. Nor is the pro- 
fessional any the less impressed with the po- 
tential events that may lang above his head. 
So, each man is in his place, erch going about 
hig allotted duties and each is mentally marking 
time—waiting and wondering. 

Actora are noncommittal tonircht. 

“We don't kpow anything yet,” is a long 
speec') and a tyrical one. Manegers are like- 
wise reticent. A report is current today that 
mapagers of the different theaters playing at- 
tractions have been feverishly seeking under- 
studies during the past few days, as one bul- 
wark of defense in case of hostilities suddenly 
winging their “course to Chicago. .

Grant Mitchell, starring in “A Prince There 
Was,” at Coban’s Grand Theater, and who by 
Treason of being the only member of the Council 
of Actors’ Equity Association now in Chicago, 
occupies a position of a. in the situation, 
said to a representative of The Billboard: 

“The Chicago situation is stationary, with ref. 
erence to the New York actors’ strike, no in- 
stroctions as yet baving reached us to take 
action in the movement here. Beyond that we, 
of course, know nothing.” 

Mr. Mitchell discussed some phases of the 
dispute between the actors and the managers. 

“The public, even some of our own People,”* 
he said, “‘probably bave only a bazy idea of the 
causes that have led up to the rupture. One of 
the fundamental causes is the fact that the man- 
agers have refused to recognize the Actors’ 
Equity Association, especially in matters involy- 
ing arbitration, Formerly, when arbitration be- 
came necessary the Managers’ Association chose 
one arbitrator, the Equity people another, and 
the two thus chose a third.’’ 

“Now the managers insist that the actors se- 
lect their arbitrator personally, and decline to 
recognize the Equity entry into the proceedings. 
Now, just how far do you think some little 
chorus girl or some actor, working on a smal! 
salary, and both of whom had no other in- 
finence back of them would get on that propo- 
sition? The Actors’ Equity Association was 
really organized to protect the little people and 
to put its united strength back of their just 
claims.”" 

Mr. Mitchell referred briefly to the rules gov- 
erning the procedure of the association, 

“The Equity Association disciplines its mew- 
hers when npecessary,’’ he said. ‘More than 
once it bas compelled members to pay back 
Money to managers when they broke a contract 
and to make amends for other infractions. 1 
don't know whether the managers ever disci- 
plimed one of their pumber or not; anyway | 
peter beard of it.” 

Mr. Mitchell commented on the alleged state 
ment of the managers that they would enter 
into no negotiations with the actors as long as 
James William FitzPatrick and Harry Mount- 
ford in any way represented them, for the rea- 
son that they considered FitzPatrick and Mount- 
ford professional agitators. 

“The fact is."’ said Mr. Mitchell, “that the 
managers refused to recognize our organization 
before FitzPatrick or Mountford became in any 
way affiliated with the four As, They ap- 
parently wish to even dictate to us who shall 
be our officers."*

If you wi 
look in your files since last January and note 
The Performer, Era, Encore and Stage you will 
see just how shrewd they have worked this 
deal. Before I left England 1 wrote and saw 
the heads of the V, A. F, and told them that 
if they kept up the working against the Ameri- 
can actor we would sure get back at them, and 
if we did it would prove that it was a 10 to 1 
shot, as that was about the percentage of acts 
that played the States. They made no prom- 
ises and I see and get the word that they are 
now going at it stronger than ever. 

Now I think it’s up to one of the trade papers 
to take up this on our side of the fence. [If 
you do you will Gnd that they will come down 
off of their high horse and things will be 0, 
K., but as long as you let them bang it on 
‘there will be no limit.

Samuel Forrest, stage director for Cohan & 


- Harris for the past ten years, when seen at the 


offices of the latter, 226 W. 424 street, New 
York, was asked by the writer for a few notes 
from his Book of Experience, which might prove 
helpful and interesting to readers of The Bill- 
board. 


*‘Oertainly,’’ replied Mr. Forrest, “if you 
think there is anything I can say that would be 
of assistance to anyone anywhere I will gladly 
give it. It isn’t amiss for individuals to hold 
a helpful attitude toward one another to offset 
to some extent the inevitable amount of frie- 
tion in the world generally. 


“‘Why do plays run in cycles, did you ask?’ 
Mr. Forrest continued: “Authors do not strive 
to copy each other’s work, There is, for exam- 
ple, a play of the guessing kind which proves 
a suceess, As a result several authors, unknown 
to each other, decide that it is what the public 
demands, which explains why several plays of a 
similar mood appear at the same time, 

“Freakish plays, however, ate not long lived; 
they last until the novelty is worn out. 

“Guessing contest plays are not based on hu- 
man nature, 7 

“The good old standard plays, with the hu- 
man touch, live, like ‘East Lynne,’ ‘The Iron- 
master,’ ‘The Celebrated Case,’ and “Two Or 
phans,’ and, to come down a step closer to the 
present dey, the Belasco & De Mille plays, “The 
‘Wife,’ ‘Men and Women’ and ‘The Charity Ball.’ 

“One of the biggest successes George Cohan 
ever wrote was a primitive play, ‘45 Minutes 
From Broadway,’ at the time of which writing 
Mr. Cohan was not nearly the skilled play- 
wright he is today, but there was a human 
touch in it that went straight to the heart of 
everybody, servant and banker alike. 

“An untutored boy who stood by his pal, a 
servant girl who stood by her sweetheart. 

‘‘Mother love was the foundation of the song, 
‘Mary Is a Grand Old Name.’ 

“In fact the long life and popularity of the 
two ‘Mary’ songs was not so much due to the 
melody, as that the idea expressed in the songs 
struck a responsive chord.” 

Asked about stage direction Mr. Forrest re- 
called former days when actors were all well 
trained and rehearsals were not so important as 
today. The then stage director would indicate 
by pointing that an actor must walk to or from 
®@ certain spot at a certajn time, and they 
grasped it without the ordeal of present day re- 
hearsals. 

“Plays in those days were all well con- 
structed. A playwright knew his art thoroly, 
and also understood the public taste. 

“Today a stage director must be a play car- 
penter, so to speak; he must know when a play 
rings true and when it rings false. - 

“Take for instance ‘Three Faces East.” In 
its original form it would have required two 
nights to play the piece. 

“Anthony Kelly, the 23-year-old boy who 
wrote it, has the writing gift and a beautifal 
imagination and will yet write some big plays. 
Three Faces East,’ being his first play, he wrote 
everything into it that he had in his mind, with 
the result that we had to boil the thing down 
to a few situations, eliminating some 50 or 60 
pages of manuscript, and then write up to these 
situations, the changes necessitating much re- 
writing to dovetail with the action. 

*One of the things which often leads a stage 
director or an author astray is a big laugh and 
a big round of applause which does not come 
naturally out of the situation or is not in keep- 
ing with the idea of the play. 

“The big laugb is valuable, but if forced it 
does more harm than good, because it destroys 
the auditor’s belief in the truthfulness of the 
author’s story, and in consequence the most im- 
portant thing of all has been overlooked—to 
make the fellow sitting out in front belfeve for 
the time being that your story is an actual hap- 
pening. 

“For instance, a character in a play will some- 
times say things which the man sitting in front 
knows are foreign to the nature of that par- 
ticular character and that be would not think 
along such lines nor would he be clever enough 
to grasp the witty things which he says— 

“The audience is quick to discern it is the 
author speaking and not the character. 

“A stage director must also look for ‘waste.’ 

“If there is anything that an andience will 
not stand for it is te be bored, Should there 
be a two-miguts scone ts a'piay ist Rees.es

audience you lose its interest and you rarely ree 
gain it, no matter how good the play is. 

“Did you éver tell a story and at some point 
of the telling find your listener looking out of 
the window? No matter how good your story is 
after that you will find that your listener is 
looking out of the window at the finish. 

“Most plays,’”’ continued Mr. Forrest, “are 
overwritten. : 

“In old stock days, when we were obliged to 
boil a play down to about one and a half hour to 
accomodate the accompanying vaudeville bill, 
we accepted only the meat of a play, discarding 
the superfluous dialog, and the critics in those 
days often commented that the plays were bet- 
ter for the cutting, which, of course, depended 


“Some actors possess a natural instinct and 
are better with very little direction, others 
lack imagination and technique, and it is up to 
the director to hammer it into them. 

“One of the finer qualifications of a director 
is to be able to discern when an actor’s method 
or idea is better than his own. The director 
should have no egotism and when the play is 
finished the hand of the director should be as 
unseen as the hand of the managing director of 
a newspaper. 

“Nothing so destroys illusion as for the andi- 
ence to see in its mind’s eye either the author 
or director at work.” 

Asked **-ut his early life: “I was born in 
Richmond, Va. I never went to school a day

upon the skill of the director or whoever did the 
cutting. 

“When the Western Union instituted the night 
and day letter it was surprising how many bus- 
iness men found that they could get a two- 
page letter into these fifty words. 

“A good stage director will endeavor to live 
not only the external but the internal side of 
the characters in a play. He will make his 
men and women move about and talk as human 
beings would under the same conditions, 

“Both actors and directors fall into the error 
of photographing the nes of a part on their 
memories. 

“I believe that to really portray a character 
one should trace it back to before the opening 
of the play, and find out who the character is 
and was. 

“For instance, if yon were to portray a quar- 
rel scene between a man and his wife, in order 
to make the scene seem human and livable, you 
must know something of the characteristics of 
these people and how they acted before they 
came into the scene, 

“A vitriolic man would quarrel differently 
than would a milder tempered one. The words 
may be the same, but the manner fs different. 

“These are some of the things which are up 
to the stage director. The actor can learn 
more intimate facts about the « iaracter by 


using his imagination, without wi'ch a man 
can’t be either an actor or @ director. 


in my Nfe,’’ said the famous director of one of 
the most important and snccessful producing 
firms. ‘‘My people were very poor, and I started 
to work when about six years old. I had taken 
a hand at almost everything up to my twen- 
tieth year—railroading, cowpunching, cotton 
sampling and telephone wervice. I even tried 
to be a newspaper man, and was an actor for 
thirty years. It is rarely now that I see a boy 
doing anythin< that I do not See myself doing 
the same thing at one time in my life. 

““As a boy I was the bellhop in a country 
town hotel, where the actors stopped who vis- 


ited the place with repertoire shows, which in | 


those days did not carry props nor a property 
man, depending upon the hotel to supply them, 
eo being the chief bellhop automatically made 
Me the property man. 

“I wasn’t so crazy about bellhopping, but 
once I got on that little stage with an armfal 
of props I was just as importani as the star. 

“The frst five years I was in the show bus- 
iness I never knew what a salary day meant. I 
just accepted what was given me, and was glad 
to get it. 

“In those days salary arrears was the custom 
rather than the exception. 

“What was wanted most then was an oppor 
tunity, and when the theater syndicate came 
along and put the pay day permanently on the 
calendar all of the fellows who bad anything in

We published in this department, 

at the Innes Bureau had gone broke: 

“The Innes Lyceum Bureau, an incorporated 

concern operating at Denver, Col., has gone on 

the rocks, financially speaking, and suspended 

i business. One of the attractions supposedly 

booked for an extended tour by this agency 

Albert Philip Meub, reader and imper- 

sona tor. Mr. Meub reports that be went to 

Fred Innes himself at his home in Denver, 

and that the bandmaster had lots of sympathy 

but no money. Mr, Meub says: “I took it up 

with the Redpath people, they took it up for me 

with their lawyer, Walter Appel, and while I 

have a good valid contract he claims that I can 

do nothing, as my contract is with a corpora- 

tion and it has no money. If it were to con- 

tinue business there would be some chance for 
me to collect.’ 


“Mr. Meub says that he spent $150 car fare 
making the trip to Denver, and furnished about 
$150 worth of printing matter in the way of 
window cards and circulars. In all be was out 
about $400."" 

We have just peceived a letter from Mr. 
Innes—written two months after our article ap- 
peared—and we are glad to give the facts, as 
Mr. Innes states them, for they contain some 
valuable lessons. 

“I am indebted to John Vivian, your Denver 
representative, for bringing to my attention a 
statement contained in your issue of June 7, 
which is incorrect, so far as it relates to me, 
and 1 will be obliged if you will give Space for 
the following in an early issue of your paper. 

“The statement, which is headed “The Innes 
Lyceum Bureau Goes Broke,” says ‘Mr. Meub 
reperts that he went to see Fred Innes himself 
at bis home in Denver, and that the bandmaster 
had lots of sympathy but no money.’

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Editorial Comment 


As foreshadowed in our columns the 
week before, the actors’ strike broke 
in New York last week. 


Thirteen houses. went dark at the 
first blow, and at this writing (Friday, 
August 8) three more are reported out, 
with others slated to follow in rapid 
succession. 

This is costly—very. 

Strikes are ever the most uneconomic 
of measures. 

They should never be invoked save 
as a last resort, and be it said to the 
great and lasting credit of the actors 
that they sought diligently every pos- 
sible means of avoiding the step. 

If they had not, in fact, exhausted 
every other recourse, they at least be- 
lieved—were honestly and _ sincerely 
convinced—that they had. 

They felt that they had presented 
requests—not demands. 

They felt that these requests were 
very mild and moderate. 

They felt that they had been couched 
in temperate terms. 

And, finally, they felt that they had 
waited long and patiently upon the 
convenience of the Producing Man- 
agers. 

Consequently the impression which 
had been growing rapidly among them 
that the strike would eventually prove 
their only alternative finally deepened 
into conviction, and the order was 
issued. ‘

And the Producing Managers. 

If they had any sort of case, it was 
so wretchedly handled—so bungled in 
presentation—that not one of its merits 
could be derected. 

That sounds like the grandiose and 
sweeping statement of an ultra-radical. 

It is the calm conclusion 
of as cool and sane a bunch of men as 
you will find anywhere, arrived at after 
a most careful review of events and 
consideration of the evidence.

The attitude of the Producers and 
the position they assumed forced the 
strike. 

On that score there can be no honest 
conflict of opinion.

It will be a fight to a finish. 

The finish may come soon or it may 
be long deferred. 

The players, tho there is at present 
no slightest reason for thinking they 
will, may lose their first few rounds, 
but in the end they will win.

They will never rest, they will never 
know a moment’s peace of mind. they 
will never feel another thrill of honest 
pride in their profession or their stand- 
ing in it until they have won surcease 
from conditions which they regard as 
intolerable.

BRIGHT FUTURE IN STORE 


William B. Stuut Is 0 peg area Regard- 
ing Progress of Dirigibles 


New York, Aug. 9.—William B. Stout, con- 

sulting engineer, United Engineering Corpora- 
tien, New York; who during the war was a 
technical advisor to the Aircraft Board in 
Washington, D. C., is optimistic of the future 
progress of dirigible airships, relative to com- 
mérce. 
“If the trans-Atlantic trips of the NC-4 and 
the Vickers ship were a surprise, this visit of 
the R-34 was a revelation. The risky jour- 
neys of the frail airplanes across the water 
were feats of real nerve and organization, and 
admired as feats; the trip of the British dir- 
gible marks an epoch in transportation and is 
the beginning of real trans-ocean and Jong dis- 
tance passenger transportation, 

“Britain already has dirigibles much larger 
than the R-34, and many larger ones in course 
of construction, each teaching the nation build- 
ng it lessons that are to have a tremendous 
bearing on the future of Britain's commerce 
with her colonies, and with us, a thought which 
in itself should lodge seenrely in the minds 
of those to whom at Washington we have en- 
trusted the guidance of our own nation's af- 
fairs. There is a real possibility that, unless 
we wake up at once to the vastness of the 
field opened up by the new transportation. a 
foreign nation may absolutely contro] the com- 
merce of the air between nations as she has 
partially controlled the sea heretofore. 

“The R-34 is a mere pigmy, a mere 670- 
foot dirigible, with a 21-ton load capacity. A 
ship of twice the dimensions—and such are in 
the making now—will carry 150 tons at the 
same approximate speed and with only four 
times the motive power. Ships now building 
at the Vickers plant in England—the factory 
that preduced the Alcock-Brown airplane—will 
carry 150 passengers and 50 tons of express- 
mail freight. The fares across the Atlantic 
are already announced. There is no reason 
why these ships as anticipated should not be 
in operation regularly across the Atlantic 
within two summers. 

“There is no engineering reason why ships 
of four times this size cannot be built and op- 
erated, and they will within our time. These 
can carry a thousand passengers for weeks and 
will be the real trans-Pacific methods of travel. 
We may expect to see within ten years the 
first round-the-world non-stop airship trip. Also, 
as production methods advance, speeds of dirig- 
ibles can be bettered and with our own Helium 
gas—and America controls the world’s supply— 
we should be able to produce faster and better 
ships than any other country. 


If this country were the only one in the 
world to produce steel our commercial men 
would be quick to build on that monopoly. 


That we are able almost absolutely to control 
the safe, fireproof dirigible proposition has not 
as yet appealed as a commercial possibility. 
Here is our real opportunity and Congress, 
above all others, should encourage the Navy in 
dirigib’e experiments now proposed to put 
America at the head in airship construction and 
operation. 

“Airship commerce will run into hundreds of 
tons in the near future, and will increase in 
importance as the ships increase in number and 

ze. Visualize as far as you will, you have 
not imagination enongh to ,Pictare the 
travel of twenty years hence,"*

PEACE JUBILEE AND EXPO. 


At Wausau, Wis., a Great Success 


The big Peace Jubilee and Exposition under 
the auspices of a committee of fifty, represent- 
ing the County of Marathon and the City of 
Wausau, Wis., under the personal direction of 
J. A. Darnaby, proved a great success. The con- 
cessions, handled by the committee and W. J. 
liichards, played to over $6.000 on the week. 

The spectacle, directed and staged by J. A. 
Darnaby, assisted by Madame Chenault anda 
Helen Runyan, was conceded the biggest out- 
door event the State has ever witnessed. The 
Record-Herald devoted six front page columns 
to the several ‘features of the big exposition 
following the opening. 

A beautiful arch was erected at the main 
entrance and from there to the end of the big 
grand stand thousands of colored pennants and 
lights illuminated and decorated a promenade, 
from which led archways of lights to some at- 
tractive feature. To the right were the riding 
devices, 

Opposite the rides was the entrance to the 
merchants’ building. a gorgeously decorated shell 
filled every inch with exhibits. The open booth 
architecture was carried out thruout the entire 
building. The windows) in the buildings were 
eovered with lattice work and trailing vines. 
A mammoth tent, furnished by the U. S. Tent 
& Awning Co., held the manufacturers’ ex- 
hibits. 

Difficult as it is to decorate a big top, Mr 
Darnaby seemed to strike a happy fancy when 
he successfully completed one of the most at- 
tractively decorated shows it has ever been the 
pleasure of the writer to look upon. A Court 
of Honer encircled the entrance and from the 
top of ewch pillar red, white and blue lights 
were so arranged as to give the appearance of 
colore] smoke peuring from the opening. Across 
the promenade was the Moon Garden, a cool, 
shady, delightful spot by day and an illuminated 
dream by night. Ten vandeville acts gave con- 
tinnous entertainment, and the 10th Infantry 
Band played from the big shell from early after- 
noon until! midnight. Out back of the Moon 
Gamien was the playground arranged for the 
children, and on Children’s Day many novel- 
ties were arranged for their pleasure, including 
the famous imitator, McCormack, who talked 
and whistled and made merry. 

About the grounds were several big circus 
acts, appearing twice daily, including the 
Ellett Sisters and the Flying Meators. 

The grand stand was hardly large enough to 
accommodate the crowds, and so the U. 8S. Tent 
Company was again called into put up more than 
3,000 seats. 

Av immense dance ficor 80x80 entertained the 
soldiers and sailors ang thetr lady friends, 
Music furnished by Wickliff’s Ginger Band of 
Chicago. 

The big Fort occupied a space of 200x90 
feet and the big field was dotted by early set- 
tlers’ cabins, Indian trails, prairie schooners, 
Indian villages and miniature mountains, a pic- 
ture of early pioneer life that has never been 
better reproduceg in reality or painting.

overrefining them and making them too superior.

The editor of The Press 
wrote and published an editorial in which he vigorously attacked political 
and judicial corruption in general.

Will Hold Convention Soon and Favor Con- 
gressional Unit as Basis of Nation- 
al Representation 


New York, Aug. 9.—The following open let- 
ter from Jobn Siefert, president of the Miami 
Valley Exhibitors’ League, has reached The 
Billboard and we publish its contents in full: 


TO THE EXHIBITORS OF THE UNITED 
STATES 

1 have read carefully the procedings of the 
St. Louis convention and the controversy since 
in the trade press that has been going on be- 
tween the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League of 
New York State and the gentlemen who con- 
trolled the convention at St. Lonis. ' 

We sincerely deplore the fact that at this 
time, when the co-operation of every man inter- 
ested in the exhibiting branch of the industry 
is so much needed to protect our investments, 
that the men who met at St. Louis were so 
short-sighted in shutting out from their coun- 
cils the organization of the great State of New 
York, which had just finished its successful 
campaign in passing the Sunday opening bill and 
defeating censorship. 

New York contends that in a_ national 
convention of exhibitors each State should be 
entitled to representation based on the number 
of congressional districts within the State, and I 
ean see only ap organization built on sound, 
fair and just basis by this plan. 

There should be no question in the mind of 
the exhibitors that no organization can last 
that proposes to tax its members without giv- 
ing them a fair representation in the passing 
of those taxes. 

Mr. Black, president of the Motion Picture 
Exhibitors of America, Incorporated, can not 
deny the fact that the Motion Picture Bxhib- 
itors’ League of New York State had no selfish 
motive in presenting this form of organization, 
as it clearly has stated in its answers 
that it is interested only in an organization 
of exhibitors in which the officers would not 
financially be interested in other branches of 
the industry. It is very clear to me that an 
organization with officers interested in produc- 
tion, distributing and trade papers could not 
be heart and soul interested in the welfare of 
the exhibitor, and I am under the impression 
that the failures of the national exhibitors’ 
organizations in the past have been due to their 
being officered by exhibitors more interested 
in other branches than in the exhibiting branch 
of the industry. 

The Miami Valley League received the news 
from New York with great pleasure that they 
are taking a stand against any possible camou- 
flaged organization dominated by producers or 
distributors, who today are showing their hand 
as being ready to crush the exhibitor who does 
mot concede to the many unreasonable demands 
from them, and even some of them have gone so 
far as to threaten to build or buy theaters in 
direct competition.

Enjoys Big Dinner at the Genesee Val- 
ley Club, Rochester, N. Y—Alliance 
of Music and Pictures To Benefit by 
the Eastman Endowmeat Fund of 
$2,139,000—Details Made Public by 
Dr. Rush Rhees 


The proposed plan of George Eastman, who 
has provided more than $3,500,000 for the pro- 
motion of the musical interests of Rochester, 
N. Y., was fully explained at the dinner of the 
National Association of the Motion Picture In- 
dustry of the Genesee Valley Club. Dr. Rush 
Rhees, president of the University of Rochester, 
in a lengthy speech, told of the character and 
general scope of the undertaking. A special 
board of directors, named by Mr, Eastman, and 
the trustees of the University will administer 
the rulings of the University jointly. A parcel 
of land in Gibbs street has been purchased, 
and the buildings, plans for which are now be- 
ing drawn by New York and Rochester archi- 
tects, will extend from Gibbs street to Barrett 
Alley to Main street, with 254 feet on Swan 
street. P 

The entire scheme of the school will express 
the desire of Mr. Eastman to give the people 
of Rochester musical advantages heretofore de- 
nied them. Motion pictures will be used as an 
ally to both arts. 

During the course of the evening it was an- 
nounced that Mr. Eastman had been elected en 
honorary life member of the National Associa- 
tion of the Motion Picture Industry. 

Over a hundred men, interested in motion 
picture and the musical arts, were present. 


DR, RHEES GIVES DETAILS 
Dr. Bhees said: 


and other multitudes attracted by music will 
learn new possibilities of pleasure and enter- 
tainment from motion pictures. Inasmuch as 
the music hall will be a part of the school 
equipment these exhibitions will not be con- 
ducted as a commercial enterprise for profit. 
Any proceeds accruing from the exhibitions will 
be turned back into the enterprise itself with 
the’ purpose of making the orchestra one of out- 
standing superiority and of developing as far as 
possible the adaptation of music to the interpre- 
tation of pictures, 

“Grand opera demonstrates the value of music 
as an ally of dramatic art; the Eastman gift 
furnishes an opportunity to carry to its fullest 
development the alliance between music and 
the motion picture, the possibilities of which 
have been so closely demonstrated by managers 
who have had the courage to maintain orches- 
tras for interpretation of their picture offer- 
ings.’* ' 

MUSIC HALL TO SEAT 3,000 

The great building will be divided into two 
parts. The music school proper will contain 
thoroly equipped offices, classrooms, studies and 
a small assembly ‘hall seating 500 for school 
concerts, chamber music and special recitals. 
This ball will be worked out in a beautiful man- 
ner and will be known as Kilbourn Hall, in 
memory of Mr, Eastman’s mother. 

The other hall of the building is to contain 
the music hall, seating more,than 3,000 people. 
The latest principles of safety, acoustics, com- 
fort, lighting and decorations will be employed 
to make it one of the most magnificent halls of 
its kind in the country. 

In his endowment gift of $2,000,000 Mr. East- 
man stipulates that the income alone is to be 
used and to be devoted to the support and main- 
tenance of the Eastman School of Music in such 
a way that the enterprise shall most effectively

It is the splendid conception of the fear- 
hunted lad, given by Albert Ray, that makes 
this role a vividly impressive one, attracting 
sympathy for the character. He cowers, trem- 
bles and weeps from rbeer nervous horror. His 
performance is a modern version of Nancy 
Sykes. The whole story, up to the last reel, 
is saturated with criminal atmosphere, repel- 
lent faces and evil doings, The only bright spot 
is the love of the independent girl, who, wit 

aternal instinct, loves the boy because of his 
frailties. It is this love which lifts the boy 
out of his misfortunes. Fundamentally and 
technically the scenario has been well con- 
structed. The story clings closely to the basic 
idea and the many incidents built upward for 
the proper*climax, There are no light mo-

promote musical interests generally in Roches- 
ter and its vicinity. 
MUSIC AND MOTION PICTWRES 

In commenting on Mr, Eastman's gift Dr, 
Rhbees said: 

“The project which is being fathered by Mr. 
Rastman works two ways. The number of 
people whe respond to your enterprise is legion; 
you have the public which the lovers of music 
would fain secure. We regard it as a happy 
suggestion that there should be a wedding of 
the motion picture and of orchestral music as 
nearly perfect as possible, orebestral music 
that will be increasingly perfect, because the 
proceeds from the motion pictures will go to the 
improvement of the music. The other side of it 
is that music is not simply bait; music, under 
proper supervision, becomes the ally and ad- 
junct to the art of the motion picture. Just as 
music wedded to drama bas made opera, which 
is probably one of the drama’s higbest forms, 
the time may come when the alliance of music 
with the motion picture will carry in its train 
compositions to accompany certain significant 
pictures and pictures that are adapted to certain 
musical compositions, So there may come in 
the development of the motion picture some- 
thing comparable to the development of the 
opera. This new music school would be the nat- 
ural bome for such a development. 

“In calling in the assistance of the motion 
picture men we are extending to your art the 
recognition which it truly deserves and are ex- 
tending an opportunity that will be welcomed. 
Since the new music hall will be noncommercial 
it may be practicable to make in it experi- 
ments that a commercial house could not under- 
take.” 

WILLIAM A. BRADY A SPEAKER 

William A, Brady, president of the National 
Association of the Motion Picture Industry, 
spoke for his association and paid a tribute to 
Mr. Eastman and what he has done for the mo- 
tion picture industry, ‘ 

“For years I have been predicting the day,”’ 
said Mr. Brady, “‘when the motion picture in- 
dustry would be recognized as a great industry 
end a great art. This moment has been real- 
ized tonight when I have beard the president 
of a great university announce the gift of a 
great citizen to a great city of a great building 
which is to be erected to promote the apprecia- 
tion of music and is calling in the aid of the mo- 
tion pieture to accomplish this, 

“Il may say to Dr. Rhees that the day may 
come when the motion picture will be used not 
only to improve the musical knowledge of the 
people, but will assist in imparting knowledge 
of other sorts to stadents. I firmly believe that 
the motion picture will @nally become the 
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greatest educator in the world. We men here 
tonight can only in a slight way realize the fu- 
ture. 

OF SERVICE TO COUNTRY 

“Our work is not over. What we did in the 
war for our country we can do doubly well in 
peace. The day is not far distant when our 
President will be required to call upon the mo- 
tion pictures for assistance. No method of 
propaganda can so well meet what faces the 
country today as the motion picture. Before 
the war we were dragged before legislatures 
and communities and treated as you would not 
treat a pickpocket or a second-story worker; 
we were called every sort of name in the at- 
tempts to pass persecuting legislation. With 
the knowledge of what has been said here to- 
night, however, 1 feel and know that oar 
association has not existed two years for noth- 
ing. We have crossed the Rubicon; we are 
over the top. Now let us make good.” 

Adolph Zukor spoke briefly and urged mem- 
bers of the association to bend every effort to 
make films of such literary and artistic worth 
as may correspond in value to the gift of Mr. 
Eastman. Walter W. Irwin, of the Famous 
Players-Lasky Corporation, also spoke.

HOW IS THE “AVERAGE EXHIB- 
ITOR” TO BE SAVED? 

We are all fond of saying that the 
average exhibitor, the man with a seat- 
ing capacity a little below or a little 
above a thousand, is the backbone of 
the industry.

He is the man who has been paying all 
the bills. He does not ask for favors 
and submits to all kinds of imposition 
nearly every week in the year. Mostly 
he is unorganized, and, therefore, de- 
fenseless. Tho he is the most numer- 
ous type he is heard and heeded least. 
I hope the day will come when he will 
at last rouse himself and demand to be 
heard and heeded. Just now the best 
way of securing some sort of protec- 
tion is co-operative booking, not on the 
10 per cent basis a la Philadelphia, but 
on an equitable basis of equal voice and 
equal share and no commissions or 


“rakeoffs” to anybody. Such co-oper- 
ative booking is no longer a mere 
theory or an untried experiment. 
Sporadic examples of it are to be 
found in every section of the country. 
Where leaders inspire confidence and 
deserve it, where exhibitors are able to 
rise above petty and foolish jealousies 
and cease from ruinous bidding for 
stars, conditions improve immediately. 
Even small co-operative booking com- 
binations have proven of great benefit 
to the exhibitor’s pocketbook and his 
peace of mind. With the right sort of 
leaders the idea can be made practical 
in the largest area. As far as I can 
see it is the one silver lining in the 
black clouds that threaten not merely 
the profits, but the very investments of 
the “average exhibitor.”

Ac- 
cording to witnesses a curt filled with pleasure- 
seekers took a fatal leap ifito the flames. Only 
a few of the Men, women and ebildren trapped 
in the blazing structure were rescued by fire- 
men.

instances: Innumerable cases of actors rebears- 
ing for many weeks, and only obtaining one or 
two nights’ pay. 

(2) Extra performances, Not only were there 
innumerable insiances of extra Matinees being 
given without pay, but very many cases when 
companies were playing one-night stands in the 
West, Saturday nights were cut 80 five com- 
panies would take a sleeper, jump to a tovn 
where a Sunday performance could be 
The company was docked for the lost Saturday 
and not paid for the Sunday performance. 


(3) Half-salary weeks. The custom having 
crept in that only half-salary should be paid 
the week before Christmas and the week before 
Easter, many important managers stipulated 
that half-salaries should be paid for five, six 
and even seven weeks of the se:son. One man- 
ager had a company playing under a contract 
that called for half-salary during election week. 
He played them in Montreal, where there was 
no election, but only paid them half-sala-v. 

(4) Arbitrary layoffs. Under some managers’ 
contracts the actor could be laid off at the wi!l 
of the manager, for as long a peri 
manager chose, without pay during such layoff. 
He was forbidden to work for anyone else, 

Tre “Satisfaction Clause,” viz.: The actor 
agrees to play the part to the satisfaction of 
the manager. 

One specific case (of the very many): An 
actor had a contract with a thirty weeks’ gnar- 
antee. He mide the hit of the play, the com- 
pany closed in its twenty-sixth week. and he 
was informed that he was no longer satisfactory, 
The Courts rejected his claim for the addi-

headquarters, walked out of rehearsals for the 
new Winter Garden show. 

Bernard Granville and Jack McGowan joined 
the Equity today. 

All the male principals of ‘“‘Hitchy Koo” 
joined. There will be fewer theaters open 
tonight than on Saturday, and the openings of 
the Grace George show and *‘A Regular Feller’ 
have been postponed, “‘A Regular Feller’ is 
100 per cent Equity. 

At a meeting of thirty-six prominent actors 
at Ed Wynne’s house last night all volunteered 
to place their homes at the disposal of any act- 
ors who were destitute. So far there has been 
none to take advantage of this offer. The Equity 
issued the following statement today in reply 
to the managers: 

“The Producing Managers’ Association in- 
vited the officers and council of the Actors’ 
Equity Association to an informal luncheon at 
the Claridge on May 2, 

“There they announced, thru Mr. Winthrop 
Ames, that they were dissatisfied with the pres- 
ent form of contract and wished for some 
changes. We also wished for some changes and 
a committee was appointed from each organi- 
zation to agree upon these changes, 

“When the committees met, altho we did not 
definitely agree to all the concessions they 
asked, no insurmountable difficulty arose unt!) 
we asked that ‘eight performances should con- 
stitute a week's work, all extra performances 
to be paid for pro rata.’ Their committee told 
ms thot seven out of eizght of that committce 
hod already voted that that request be granted, 
but that it had been voted down in its council 
by a two-thirds majority. 

“Neither committee had power to act, and so 
reported back to their respective councils, Sub- 
sequently an emissary from the managers came 
to us and asked if the council stood firm on 
the eight performances’ clause. He was toia 
that it did, 

“Meantime the Equity council decided on a 
a ‘quid pro quo’ that it felt the managers would

gladly accept and its committee was given pow. 
er to act. 

“To our amazement the managers broke off 
all negotiations aliuptly and aupounced they 
would have wothing further to do with the 
Actors’ Equity Association, 

“We approacied thew again and again, sug- 
gesting that tue points in dispute be submitted 
to arbitration. We even went so far as to se 
cure the promise of ex-President Taft and ex- 
Governor Hughes to act as arbitraters if re- 
quested. We suggested that three representa 
tives of each ass iation should meet and dis- 
cuss the disputed points and that Messrs. Taft 
and Iluges shenld be umpires, All these offers 
were tHatly rejected by the managers, who an- 
nounced publicly that they were determined to 
destroy the Actors’ Equity Association, 

“Ve then affliated ourselves with the Ameri. 
can Federation of Labor, who granted us a 
charter as a branch of the Associated Actors 
umd <Artistes of Americn. The charter gtves 
the Actors’ Equity Association full autonomy 
and absolute control over its own pelicy. 

“As soon as it was granted us we again ap- 
proached the manigers, renewing our offer to 
submit all disputed points to arbitration, and 
offering further that if the arbitration were 
decided in our faver we would not ask for the 
pew contract to be put in force until the sea- 
son of 10920-1921, thus giving the managers a 
year to adjust their business to the pew con- 
ditions, 

“This was also flatly refused and again the 
managers announced that they would never 
deal with the Actors’ Equity Assocition, 

“The managers have claimed at varivus times 
that their reason for attacking the Actors’ 
Eyuity Association was: 

“Their objection to Francis Wilson. 

“Our unreasonable demands, 

“Our affiliation with laber, 

“The dictatorship of Harry Mountford in the 
A. P. of L. 

“Our breach of contracts. 

“Some of them now deny that they objected 
to our entering labor. They told us repeatedly 
we would be degraded by so doing. 

“Neither Mr. Mountferd por any otber non- 
member has any voice in the policies of the 
Actors’ Equity Association. No one has a right 
even to advise us except on our express invita- 
tien. Now, as to the breach of contracts: 
Clause ‘18’ in the ‘Equity’ contract calls for 
arbitration in case of dispute between the 
Actors’ Equity Association and the managers. 

“Their new contract calls for arbitration be- 
tween actor and manager. In other words, 
they insist on dealing with the actor as an in- 
dividual and deny him the right of organiza 
tion for his pretecton. All the members of fhe. 
Producing Managers’ Asxsoctation have announced 
that they will not reeegnize the Actors’ Equity 
Association. Therefore they have publicly 
stated that they will not comply with Clause 
‘18’ of the ‘Equity’ contracts that they bave 
signed. 

“When a party to a contract announces that 
he witl net abide by it that party has broken 
the contract.

CHORUS GIRLS’ MEETING 

All afternoon the chorus girls thronged into 
the temporary headquarters of the Actors’ 
Equity, 100 West 45th street, where they were 
addressed by heads of different labor organiza 
tions, They assured the chorus girls that if 
they walked out the big stars will not go back 
until every chorus boy and girl goes back 
They were instructed that in the event they 
became short of funds to go to John Cope and 
get relief, but they were petitioned to go out 
and get every boy and girl to join the Actors’ 
Equity at the meeting to be held Tuesday, when 
the plans will be perfected for the chorus boys" 
and girls’ branch of the organization. One 
young lady arose and offered her first week's 
salary to any chorus girl in the hall who would 
ask for it. She said that she had rehearsed 22 
weeks without salary, and since this wos her 
first week's salary she would gladly give it to 
any chorus girl who needed it. Another chorus 
girl addressing the gathering anid that since 
living has gone up 75 per cent there bas been 
no increase in the chorus gir's’ salary. They 
get on an average of twenty-five dollars a week, 
out of which they must pay expenses living on 
the road. They received the same salary years 
ago. There are plain seamstresses who receive 
their $25 a week in large costume places, 
and the chorus girls know that it is necessary 
for them to have better clothing than the girl 
in the factory. 

A well-known vandertille star told the chorus 
girls that the managers would give them whut 
they want. 

Annie Hogan, one of the leaders of the Na- 
tional Labor organization, advised the gather- 
ing of stage artists, composed of men and 
women, to stick to the chorus girls. ‘‘Tle her 
up with your organization,” she said, “so that 
she cannot be abused, and by so doing you help 
yourself, If the managers did pot need or- 
ganization do you suppose they wonld organize 
themselves into a group to fight you? Select 
your officers, pay them good salaries and get 
them to look after your affairs. People decry 
the InPor leaders becayse they receive salaries 
of ten thousand dollars a year. But he sees to 
it that ten thousand men and women receive 
decent living salaries, so that be earns what
